Dr. Turner is ablo to show 
that on several different occasion's aad in 
Several dlfforant locdlltlos outbreaks of 
diphtheria • among, human beings bare 
boon preceded-or attended by tho appear- 
anos of very similar symptoms amons 
pljeons, fowls, turkeys, pheasants, sheep, 
pigs and cats; and fae justly concludes 
that tho evidence -which ho has brought 
together Is sulllciout to call Cor careful in- 
quiry as to tho connection-which may ex- 
ist between diphtheria in man and throat 
affections among animals.
